The Nobel Prize for chemis- 
try was awarded to Professor 
Arne: Tiselius.of Uppsala Uni- 
versity of Sweden for “the dis- 
covery of a method of measur- 
ing molecules in albumen.” 

The awards were announced at 
a session of the Royal Academy 
of Science here. The award of 
the Nobel Prize to Mr. T. S. 
Ellot, the poet. and man of let- 
ters, was announced earlier today. 

Professor P.S. Blackett, who 
will be 51 this month, has gained 
a world wide reputation for his 
work on atomic physics. With an 
Italian physicist, he confirmed 
the existence of the. positive 
electron or “positron”, first dis- 
covered in America.
